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Developer subpoenas Daley 

A developer accused of bribing a Chicago 
alderman has subpoenaed Mayor Daley to 
testify at his upcoming criminal trial, City 
Hall disclosed Thursday. 

Daley received the defense subpoena 
Tuesday, according to a statement from 
Mara Georges, the city’s corporation 
counsel. 

“If the court finds that the mayor’s 
testimony is relevant and required, he will 
testify,’’ Georges said. 

Why indicted developer Calvin Boender 
is seeking Daley’s testimony is unknown, 
said Jenny Hoyle, a Law Department 
spokeswoman. Boender’s lawyer, Robert 
Sanger, could not be immediately reached 
for comment. 

Authorities say Boender bribed then- 
Ald. Isaac “Ike” Carothers in exchange for 
Carothers’ support of Boender’s residential 
and commercial development in the 29th 
Ward. 

ComEd to seek rate hikes 

Electric bills soon may be headed higher for 
many Chicago-area residents, to the dismay 
of consumer advocates. 

ComEd, the state’s largest electricity 
provider, plans to ask state regulators to 
let it hike electricity rates later this year, 
William Von Hoene Jr., executive vice- 
president for regulatory and legal for 
ComEd parent Exelon Co., told analysts at a 
Credit Suisse investor conference Feb. 3. 

A ComEd spokesman confirmed the 
potential rate increase, which was first 
reported by Crain’s Chicago Business. 

But he wouldn’t say how much the utility 
will seek from the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, which must approve any rate 
change. 

CPS facing deep cuts 

The head of the Chicago Public Schools on 
Thursday laid out a dire budget forecast for 
next school year, with a deficit that could 
reach more than $1 billion if Gov. Quinn’s 
proposed budget becomes law. 

Without concessions from CPS unions 
and major pension relief, the Board of 
Education may be forced to lay off teachers 
and cut programs, CEO Ron Huberman said 
in a news conference at CPS headquarters 
Thursday afternoon. 

Despite having balanced the 2010 
budget, CPS will cut another 500 jobs by 
the end of March, Huberman said. He said 
the cuts are a measure to prepare for the 
looming 2011 deficit. 

Most of the jobs are expected to be 
support jobs both at the central office and 
citywide, Huberman said, tribune

Brown acted as a lookout while other peo- 
ple threw a car battery through a window of a 
North Side store early Monday morning and 
stole several thousands of dollars worth of

sufficient legal basis to charge the offender 
with felony murder in connection with this 
officer’s tragic death.” 

Weis released a statement saying “we rec- 
ognized there was a possibility that felony 
murder charges would not be approved in 
the death of Sgt. Alan Haymaker. 

“We have a strong partnership with the 
Cook County states attorney’s office and 
other law enforcement agencies, and will 
continue to work with them as the investiga- 
tion moves forward.” 

The president of the Chicago Police 
Sergeants’ Association said the union is 
happy someone has been arrested and disap- 
pointed no murder charge was brought. But 
Sgt. Robert Kirchner said he is not criticizing 
the state’s attorney’s office. 

“We’re not happy with the decision, but 
we understand it,” he said. “I’m glad good 
police work led to the solving of the burglary 
It doesn’t bring back our member,” or bring 
back Haymaker to his family, he said.

A close call 


Woman’s boxing injury 
sparks safety questions

Boxer Rita Figueroa lasted all six rounds of her 
last fight before the bell rang and she headed to 
the locker room. 

But the 40-year-old fighter was not well. A 
painful headache developed, then nausea and 
vomiting. She couldn’t sign for her check to 
get paid. Paramedics put 
her on a stretcher and 
prepared to put her in 
an ambulance. 

Then, according to 
members of her corner 
team, employees with the 
UIC Pavilion wouldn’t 
allow the ambulance to 
leave. The next bout had started, and an ambu- 
lance is required by law to be present during 
boxing matches. 

Ultimately Figueroa was taken to the 
University of Illinois Medical Center and 
underwent emergency brain surgery for a bro- 
ken blood vessel. 

But Dr. Sepideh Amin-Hanjani, who per- 
formed the operation, said Figueroa prob- 
ably avoided irreversible results by a matter of 
minutes. “We got her before she slipped into 
a coma,” she said. “She would’ve progressed to 
the severe ultimate scenario of coma and obvi- 
ously death shortly thereafter.” 

The boxing community views Figueroa’s 


experience as an aberration. “We’re very proud 
of the way it was handled,” Ron Puccillo, direc- 
tor of the Illinois Athletic Commission, said. 

But the response to her injury, which ended 
the career of a popular champion in Chicago’s 
small boxing world, highlights lax attention 
in Illinois to safety in a dangerous sport, the 
Tribune found. 

The state doesn’t require from promoters 
an official plan of action for instances when 
a fighter is injured. In Texas, promoters are 
required to prepare such a plan before events. 
Nor does Illinois track cases in which boxers 
are sent to a hospital. In California, gyms are 
required to submit monthly reports on fight- 
ers who become injured during training, but 
not in Illinois. 

Moreover, current laws designed to protect 
safety aren’t always followed. Though ringside 
doctors are legally required to examine boxers 
after bouts, more than a dozen Chicago box- 
ers and trainers said in interviews that it rarely 
happens. Doctors step in only when fighters are 
knocked out or are visibly bloody, or when box- 
ers and trainers request it, they said. 

“It’s not really a doctor that checks you after 
the fight. It’s really the paramedics,” longtime 
Chicago boxer Germaine Sanders said. “The 
doctor just sits along ringside.” 

The debate about safety in boxing, where 
victory can mean beating an opponent uncon- 
scious, is as old as the sport itself It resurfaced 
after the November death of popular Chicago 
boxer Francisco Rodriguez, who was fatally 
injured while fighting in Philadelphia.

GAME, FAMILIAR NO. 34 BACK TO CHICAGO

'You could say Jarre tt Payton has come full circle. 

As a boy, he frequented Halas Hall along with his 
dad, Bears legend Walter Payton. 'Whenjarrett got into 
the game himself, it took him to Miami, Amsterdam, 
Nashville, Montreal and Toronto. Now, the running 
back and only son of Walter has returned home to play 
with the Indoor Football League’s Chicago Slaughter. 

And Payton is content to be back in the Windy City, 
wearing the No. 34 made famous by his father. 

“I’m at peace with who I am as a man,” he said before 
a recent practice at Sears Centre Arena in Hoffman 
Estates. “I got married last March, and my life has 
calmed down. I’ve come to the realization that I’m my 
own person, and my dad instilled that in me as a little 
kid: Be your own person.” 

Payton has found his own success, though never the 
kind enjoyed by his dad. He was Orange Bowl MVP his 
senior year at Miami, spent a season with the Tennessee 
Titans, captained the Amsterdam Admirals of NFL 
Europe to a World Bowl title, then played for Montreal 
and Toronto in the Canadian Football League. 

Though he’s on a smaller stage now, Payton said he’s 
OK not playing with the best of the best anymore. 

“This is a fit for my lifestyle,” the 29 -year-old Oswego 
resident said. “It’s 365 days of the year in the NFL— you 
don’t really get any time off. 

“For me it’s not about the money, it’s more for the 
people that come and sit in these chairs and get excited 
’cause you score a touchdown. It doesn’t matter what 
league I’m playing in. As long as I’m playing and I’m 
feeling comfortable, that’s all I care about.” 

Two familiar faces should help keep Payton com- 
fortable on his new team. Steve McMichael, the coach 
of the Slaughter since 2007, and Jim McMahon, who 
recently became part-owner of the team, played with 
Payton’s dad on the Super Bowl champion ’85 Bears. 

“It’s unbelievable,” Payton said. “Steve has watched 
me grow up. He’s known me from when I was a little 
kid, running around at Halas Hall, taking the hot choc- 
olate packets and throwing the powder everywhere.” 

There’s no doubt Payton learned such mischievous 
behavior from his dad, a notorious prankster. 

“One day my dad and I ended up getting 
to Halas Hall early,” Payton recalled with a laugh. ‘And 
he locked all the doors from the inside out so nobody 
could get in. It was cold out, people were freezing out 
there— and he looked at me and said, ‘Don’t open the 
door.’ ” 

So will the new No. 34 be up to the same old tricks? 

“I’m not as much into pranks,” Payton said. “I am 
about making people laugh. I wanna keep everybody’s

spirits up. I remember the first night we had voluntary 
workouts, I was yelling, and guys were looking at me 
like, ‘Oh my god, this guy is crazy!’ 

“That’s me.” 

After just a few practices, McMichael already is 
impressed with Payton’s work ethic. 

“I’m so proud of that kid. The way he practices— 
that’s his daddy,” he said. “It’s a story for every young 
kid, not just 'Walter’s son. Any running back growing 
up should want to emulate 'Walter Payton, the way he 
worked.” 

Payton’s game may not be as explosive as his dad’s, 
but McMichael said there are similarities. He sees 
'Walter in the way Payton makes cuts on the field, in 
his quick feet and in his ability to find a hole. 

“Jarrett’s going to lead this league, I promise you,” 
McMichael said. “The talent level and the work ethic 
that the kid has is more than what’s in this league. Out 
here, where the field is not as wide and it’s half as long— 
he looks faster to me than his dad, even.” 

If that endorsement isn’t reason enough to check out 
a Slaughter game, Payton thinks the nostalgia of it all 
will bring fans to the team’s season opener Saturday 

“People have been waiting for a long time to see 
another jersey with the name Payton and No. 34 in 
Chicago,” Payton said. “It’s finally here. 'What are you 
waiting for?” sarah spain is a redeye special contributor.

(Chicafio tribune 
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River North’s Gilt Bar is more 
down-to-earth than it sounds 


By Lisa Arnett 

With a name like Gilt— meaning gilded or 
covered in gold —we wouldn’t blame you for 
thinking River North’s newest restaurant 
is a dramatic, swanky ordeal with prices to 
match. Consider owner Brendan Sodikoff, 
whose resume is dotted with 
fancy names that would dazzle FIRST LOOK 
any foodie (French Laundry, Per Gilt Bar 
Se, Alain Ducasse— need we go 230 W. Kinzie St. 

on?) and it’s almost the logical 312-464-9544 
conclusion. 

But Gilt Bar, which opened ^ 

Wednesday on a quiet block 
of Kinzie Street in the 
shadow of the Merchandise 
Mart, is just the opposite. 

No white tablecloths, no 
snooty staff and no dish top- 
ping $i8— just simple com- 
forts in the form of unfussy eats 
and classic cocktails. 

“I wanted to take the best of 
what fine dining was for me, 
which is just great food and 
really well-organized staff and 
great teamwork ... and apply it to a 
more casual dining experience,” Sodikoff 
said. 

He’s kicked the decor down several 
notches from elegant Aigre Doux, the 
last resident at this address. Indeed, the 
bling-iest things in the place are antique 
brass mirrors behind the bar. In the dining 
room, tables set with mismatched, worn- 
in wooden chairs provide plenty of space 
for spreading out multiple dishes. If drinks 
and snacks are all you’re in for, those are 
best had in the candlelit alcoves along the 


the room, where two 
vintage-inspired leath- 
er sofas face each other 
under a spidery silver 
chandelier. The space 
is so versatile that it’s as likely to attract 
cocktailers, who can perch at 
the drinks-only eight-seat bar, 
as it is to draw casual dates or 
lively groups with communal 
dining options. 

Our friendly server seemed so 
comfortable with the menu 
that, if not for the smell 
of wood varnish hanging 
in the air, we could have 
forgotten it was the first 
night of dinner service. At 
her suggestion, we started 
in the “on toast” section 
of the menu, which matches 
crispy bread with toppings rang- 
ing from roasted bone marrow 
with pickled red onions ($12) 
to tamer balsamic-roasted gar- 
lic ($4). 

The rest of the menu— a la carte 
dishes of vegetables, pastas, meats and 
seafood— reveals Sodikoff ’s philosophy 
of serving pure and simple food, drawing 
interest from ingredients rather than elab- 
orate preparations and artsy presentations. 
The Purist ($10) is a plate of pappardelle 
dusted with parmesan, pecorino and black 
pepper. In another dish, the same tender 
pasta ribbons ($16, right) get fresh bite 
from celery leaves, sweetness from diver 
scallops, and the faintest bit of heat from 
chiles. Those craving bolder flavors might 


beans and slivers of chorizo ($5). 

The beef pot roast ($17) is a particularly 
meaty cut of short rib slow-cooked into 
submission (the menu calls it “spoon-ten- 
der,” which our spoons confirmed) before 
joining carrots and cippolini onions in a 
bath of red wine and jus. Mind-blowing? 
No, but we can think of little 
else as comforting on an icy 
winter night . ‘

imports, and wine bottles hover mostly in 
the $20 -$35 range, but Gilt delivers on the 
casual tavern vibe with a few options for 
truly cheap drinking: a $4 house wine and 
a $2 PBR served in a hoffman- a hulking 
glass goblet that was ordered by mistake 
and became a staff joke. We can’t say we’ll 
be ordering one of those 
— on a return visit, however, 

because there’s a cocktail 
list from consulting mix- 
ologist Paul McGee, who’s 
earned our loyalty remix- 
ing classic cocktails at the 
J Whistler in Logan Square, 

where he remains behind 
the bar most nights. Standard 1930s reci- 
pes like the corpse reviver #2 and blood 
and sand complement the throwback vibe 
alongside creations such as the Death’s 
Door daisy (left), made with Madison, 
Wis.-based Death’s Door vodka and St. 
Germain elderfiower liqueur (all $10). 

Desserts are true to form— don’t expect 
flourishes or frills. Timeless treats include 
house-made ice cream, brownies, bour- 
bon-pecan bars, nut-flecked caramel corn 
and homemade candies, changing nightly 
(around $6 each). Like the rest of the expe- 
rience, it’s not ground-breaking. It’s just 
like Sodikoff says, “as simple as possible, 
but no simpler.”

Chicago clubs make big bucks on minor celebs

Another weekend in Chicago, another appearance by a cast member from 
MTV’s “Jersey Shore.” When Mike “The Situation” Sorrentino and Paul “Pauly 
D” Delvecchio descended on Lumen last week, nightcrawlers came ready and 
willing to party with the reality TV stars. 


“They’re so real, like Chicago,” Nicole 
Alonso, 27, of Bloomingdale said at the West 
Town lounge Friday “There are a lot of Italians 
here and Chicago people can definitely relate 
to Jersey Shore.’ ” 

The pair— part of a cast that notoriously 
has canceled appearances at area venues in 
the past— are just two of an ever growing set 
of A- through D-list celebs who are cashing in 
with promoted appearances at bars, clubs and 
lounges in the city Insiders say the appear- 
ances of pseudo and not-so-pseudo stars is on 
the rise as more venues compete for creative 
ways to get bodies in the door. 

Of late, getting the “Jersey” boys to drop 
in has been a safe bet, at least according to 
Alonso. 

“They’re huge out here and everyone talks 
about them,” she said. 

But how does a so-called celeb or DJ land in 
the Windy City? RedEye checked in with area 
promoters to get the behind-the-scenes scoop 
on the secret world of celeb appearances. 

The list of venues known for their celeb-lur- 
ing ways is familiar to anyone who reads the 
Monday gossip: Underground, Rockit Bar & 
Grill, Manor and Hub 51 are a few of the regu- 
lars. Angels and Kings, Joe’s bar, Cuvee and, 
increasingly. The Shrine in the South Loop, 


also are known for 
attracting the famous 
set. 

Whether they’ve 
been promoted 
appearances or 
legitimate drop-ins, 

Wesley Snipes and 
Nick Cannon are 
just two of the celebs 
who’ve been spotted 
on that circuit of late, 
and rumor has it Jay- 
Z may be making an 
appearance soon. 

Dante Deiana, 
partner and resident 

DJ for Chicago-based promotions company 
Outfit Events, said Chicago clubs spend hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars per year to book 
famous faces and, in turn, boost attendance. If 
a celeb just shows up, all the better. 

Sometimes clubs are unaware of just how 
expensive hiring a celebrity can be, said Marc 
Ippolito, president of Burns Entertainment & 
Sports Marketing in Evanston. 

On top of the talent fee (starting at $500 for 
the bottom of the D-list such as a VHi celeb, 
and rising to $50,000 or higher for big names

such as Beyonce) most celebrities will also 
want first-class airfare for two, accommoda- 
tions at a nice hotel and a meal at a top-of-the- 
line restaurant, according to estimates. 

When venues go the extra mile— and add a 
few zeroes on a paycheck— to book big names, 
they’re looking to create big buzz. A club that’s 
booking a celebrity is definitely expecting to 
have a good night sales-wise, said Julia Shell, 
owner of Chicago-based Julia Shell Public 
Relations, which promotes a variety of venues 
and other organizations in the city 


Industry insiders said it is difficult to esti- 
mate the exact correlation between a celeb 
appearance and increased attendance. 

“It’s sad to say, even some of the worst celeb- 
rities that come out, they usually get a good 
turnout,” Shell said. 

If a celeb hasn’t visited Chicago before, 
there’s a better chance he or she can be profit- 
able, according to the pros. Shell says people are 
attracted by the “what-might-happen” aspect. 

How do clubs decide whom to book? 

Alison Richmond, marketing and events 
director for Lumen, said she goes with her 
gut when booking celebs. Lumen has two to 
three celebrity promotions per month, but the 
venue won’t book just anyone, she said. 

“People are still trying to push the Pussycat 
Dolls and Danity Kane, but they’re past their 
prime,” Richmond said. 

On the flip side, celebrity promoters are also 
competing to manage buzz-worthy celebs and 
book them for good prices. 
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SECOND CITY, 
SECOND SIGHTINGS 

As a location, Chicago 
has both advantages 
and disadvantages 
for the celeb booking 
industry. Venues can 
expect even higher price 
tags since most stars 
and starlets will have to 
travel here. In addition, 
most Chicago bars 
are not working with 
the budgets available 
to huge, high-end Las 
Vegas nightclubs. The 
bottom line: Chicagoans 
are more likely to see 
reality TV regulars than 
red-carpet natives. 

On the other hand, 
Chicagoans might be 
thirstier for a taste of 
Hollywood than people 
who, you know, actually 
live in Hollywood. 

“Chicago is a smaller 
city and there’s not just 
celebs walking around,” 
said Alison Richmond, 
marketing and events 
director for Lumen. “It 
gets people excited, 
especially for a fan of a 
show or a song.” 


Take the recent Jaimee Grubbs appearance 
(an alleged Tiger Woods mistress) at Manor. 
Though Outfit Events was involved only 
with the promotion and hosting of the event, 
Deiana explained how the booking likely went 
down. 

He said a manager probably contacted 
Grubbs soon after Wood’s scandal broke out, 
and started working with companies in L.A. 
and New York City to book her for appearanc- 
es. Management companies send out rosters of 
available “talent,” which promoters pass along 
to individual venues or organizations such as 
Outfit Events. If venues are interested in a 
name on the list, bargaining begins to deter- 
mine the price. 

In virtually no time at all, someone like 
Grubbs can go from “nobody” status to celeb- 
rity club promotion— drawing about 700 peo- 
ple to Manor when she visited Jan. 23, Deiana 
said. A Manor spokeswoman declined to com- 
ment on the venue’s booking practices. 


Of course, rubbing elbows with the rich and/ 
or famous isn’t for everyone. Jason Darowski, 
32, of Boystown, said that celebrity nights 
likely would encourage him to avoid a bar or 
club. 

“I would probably want to go someplace 
that’s less of a madhouse,” he said. 

But for those eager to attend a star-stud- 
ded event, expect the atmosphere to depend 
on the celebrity, Deiana said. Some get rave 
reviews for being down-to-earth with fans; 
others have demanded velvet ropes and brands 
of alcohol not available in the area. 

Sick of seeing your favorite hangouts invad- 
ed by fame monsters? Tough luck: Shell says 
celebrities won’t be ending their Chicago pit 
stops anytime soon. 

‘As long as we’re interested in these reality 
shows, the reality celebs will still be making 
appearances, because that’s how they’re mak- 
ing their money,” she said, redeye’s katie Rogers

‘Cop Out’ is a crime 
against buddy flicks 


In the mismatched partners department, 
opposites don’t get much more extreme than 
goofy Paul (Tracy Morgan) and dull, by-the- 
book Jimmy (Bruce Willis). The New Tbrk 
cops work to take down a Mexican gang and 
recover Jimmy’s valuable baseball card, which 
he hopes can pay for his daughter’s wedding. 

The buzz: Commercials for “Cop Out,” 
whose original title was actually ‘A Couple 
of Dicks,” haven’t promoted this as a film 
by Kevin Smith (“Clerks”). Maybe because 
Smith never has been proud of his direct- 
ing abilities, nor has he helmed a movie he 
didn’t write. Don’t be surprised if the film- 
maker’s attempt at a gunfire-laced buddy 
movie is as fruitful as his relationship with 
Southwest Airlines.
